Busine** Ruined by 
Official Scheming 
Mr. Editor: 
We note the well stated article by 
the La Crosse Chapter of Woman’s 
League. We are familiar with .most 
of the facts and they are conserva­ 
tively stated.

was but one of the larger cases that 
was brought to notice by being ably 
contested. 
A hundred thousand only 
approximates the number of lesser 
cases in all manner of business that 
were only bankrupted by the mani­ 
pulation of money by and through 
government officials.

Healey of your city. 
He sold out to

Although bees are apt to turn out 
on any sunshiny day, the bulk of their 
work is d o n e.by the first of Novem­ 
ber and they have retired for their 
winter’s sleep. 
The beekeeper must 
now put cushions into the tops of 
the hives, taking only what honey he 
is sure can be spared by the bees, 
and leave them for their hibernation. 
In Florida there is no such work to 
do, says a writer in Outing. The bees 
work all winter, and they have as 
good feed in February and March as 
they do in July. The orange orchards 
are alive with the honey gatherers, 
and their buzzings blend into alm ost 
a roar In March, for that is when the 
orange flowers are open; but It must 
be confessed that the honey has a 
twang, som ething like the acidity of 
an orange, and it does not compare at 
all with that made from the bas* 
wood. 
Besides the orange there are etc 
cessive flowerings of legum es of all 
sorts all the year, every one having a 
positive flavor and very few of them 
giving to honey a familiar flavor. Yet 
Florida is a natural home of the bee, 
and honey in the southern states w ill 
yet becom e as fam iliar a product as 
cane sugar. 
In the M ississippi valley and else­ 
where professional beekeepers carry 
their hives to the south to m eet the 
coming of the flowers early in the 
season, turning around toward the 
north and carrying them to gather the 
later sw eets from later flowering ap­ 
ples and berries.
